OÜR INDUSTRIES. 


The Weekly Beview of the Maanfae- 
taring Indnstries Show an Bn- 
eowM^iof Oatlook. 


Boston, Sept. 1.—The Boston Com 
mercial BuUetin, in its weekly review 
of mannfactnring news of the country, 
says: "The textile industriea have suf- 
fered most severely, but 
they aiso 
show a very marked improvement. 
The 
troubles among the cotton mills are 
chiefly aseribable to the labor difiEleul- 
ties. Among the woolen mills the diffi- 
culty, almost without exception, has 
been caused by a slack demand for 
goods. The activity among the south- 
ern cotton mills is remarkable. 
There 
is no news from the silk mUls that doea 
not speak of the extension of old indus- 
tries. 


The rate of interest in the shoe shops 
of New England is as marked and satis- 
factory as that of the cotton mills in the 
south. Glassmaking is everywhere pick- 
ing up and even the factory on Cape 
Cod has reconsidered its decision to go 
out of business. 
The improvement in 
iron and steel, though less marked than 
in other industries, is worthy of note, 
extending as it does from Troy to Caron 
dolet and from Youngstown to Addison 
The formation of two copper working 
companies has been the feature of the 
week. 


THE CHOPS. 


The Damage Done to Them in the 
State of Arkansas. 


New Obiaans, Sept. 1.—Reports re- 
ceived from various parts of Arkansas, 
between Buncbers' bend and Arkansas 
City all complain of having too much 
rain. Many cotton fields that two weeks 
ago gave promiee of a fair harvest are 
now impaesible oa account of mud and 
water. The half grown balls are nearly 
all rotting and shedding. For several 
days past heavy and incessant rains 
have prevailed throughont the whole 
section surrounding Ticksburg and the 
greatest damage is reported to have been 
done to the crops. The damage and fall- 
ing off in the crop, occasioned by the 
storm and rain, are variably estimated 
at from 26 to 60 per cent. 


COLD BLASTS. 


Sew Hampihire is Tisited by Thei 
Daring the Week. 


Mount Wabhihoton, N. H., Sept. 1. 
—There have been only three pleasant 
dajs here dnring the past three weeks. 
Oq Tuesday »the mercury fell several 
degrees below freezing point, while the 
wind blew at the rate of over 100 miles 
an hour. By Wednesday morning the 
ice was nearly four inches thick and 
covered the western windows of the sta- 
tion. 


The telegraph lines to the summit 
were broken down by the weight of ice 
and were not repair^ until yesterday. 


Traffle Rates. 


CmoAOO, Sept. l.—The Chicago com- 
mittee of the Central Traffic association 
held a meeting yesterday and resolved 
that, taking effect September 16, they 
will restore the rates on ^ain from Chi- 
cago to all points as per joint rate sheet 
in effect May 14 and supplemented June 
2. The rates on scrap iron shall be res- 
tored to a basis of S2.50 per gross ton to 
Pittsburg, $2.26 to Mahoning Valley 
points, $2 to Cleveland and Columbus 
and to other points on the same basis.

WASHINGTON. 


The Hews Coaesmlag the Ri^eetioB of 
the Chinese Treaty—Other Oap- 
itil City Notea. 


WAsmNGTOH, Sept. 1.—No informa- 
tion has been received at the state de- 
partment concerning the rejection of the 
Chinese treaty cabled laat night from 
London. 


The California repreaentatives in the 
honse were all much interested in the 
news published this morning to the ef- 
fect that the Chinese government had re- 
fused to ratify the new treaty with the 
United States. 


Mr. Morrow said if the news should 
be confirmed, the California membera 
would ask congress to pass the bill 
requiiing the president to give six 
months notice to the Chinese govern- 
ment that thereafter no Chinese, exo3pt 
diplomatic 
consular 
and the 
other 
officers of the Chinese government, wJH 
be permitted to enter the United States. 
That notice would amount to a revoca- 
tion and abrogation of all the asserted 
rights of the Chinese to enter this 
country. 


The friends of the administration say 
the treaty contained arrangements with 
China, which the British government 
W8S most anxious to make and the Brit 
ish wanted the extent of the power of 
that government to secure. 


A rejection of the treaty by China, 
had been apprehended by them. 
For 
this reason the amendments to the treaty 
after it had received the deliberate ap- 
prove! of the Chinese 
government, 
through 
its 
minister 
here, 
al- 
though regarded as entirelyunneccessary 
and useless, were not believed to be 
dangerous and mischievoos and to im- 
peril the great object sought to be ob- 
tained upon our side in the long pend- 
ing negotiations to settle an important 
question.

All tlie burden of taxation to-day 
rests on consumpt on, on !Lrti( les consumed by 
the masses, on ,-.rti<;ies proiiueed J/y labor i iic'ti 
year and going from production to i'onsumiitioii 
necessary to sustain Immaii existence, 'l iiere 
is no lax or. tho 1., i,u',) miles of r.uhvay drawing 
.'rW)(),l)<X),U'.i!i a year in gross r.-ceipts; that itoes 
not pay one dollar for its jirotection to tho (iov- 
ernnient. All the tax is on eonsumiition. We 
have naf'soci a bill hrougli our H.>IIKO in tho line 
of the message of Grover t'Kn eland to take some 
part of the burdens of taxai iou oíT of the 
li€?ee8KaricB of life to the poor. 
Wo have 
sent it to the Kepubliean Keimte, and at tlie last 
accounts they did not know what to do with it. 
My friends, they are between the devil and the 
deep .sounding sea. 
Some one suiigested 'don't 
make any bill as a substitute for the one seni 
from the House, don t say anything ; don't say 
what you believe in, because there ia great 
peril iuound you ; iust say \ oii aro opiioeed to the 
liill the Hour,e ,sen'b; stand on that.' 
They have 
been saying all the time that tho Democratie 
party hiid not got «( nse enough to u/lniinister 
this "Government if the por.pio were to give it to 
them. 
They said they cajiild not; pass a bill, and 
that the Southern party in the House of Itepre- 
fientativee, 
as lieretofore, Jiad failed. My great 
friend, that noble soldier and true Domoarai, 
William ii. iSIorrison, of Illinois [applausel, 
when 1 was one of his lieutenants, and ho never 
biul a more devou-d lieutenant, nor did I ever 
have a cajitaiu more brave or devoted to the 
people of t-iie country, but unfortunately for my 
friend Morrison, bo did not have a l>oinocratic 
I'resident behind hiia holding the flag of ttie 
p< opie in their sight and enabling them to come 
to their relief. X hivi the help of the great 
President who appealed t<.> tho people of the 
United 
St.atC3, and that 
appeal was nn- 
Bwered by shaking tho very ground -which 
we stood -ipon, as you are shaking it to-day. 
Th<n it WOH easy io pa-,8 it. Now, then, if 
they do Dot pass it the people will say you 
have not got the capacity to deal -with this ques- 
tion. You admit that tins Treasury has got to 
be unloaili-'i ; everybody admits that. Tlie Dem- 
ocratic House has "sent voti a bill to reduce th s 
taxation to tho anioinit of .S7;'),0<)(),0(K) ; uow if 
you do not like that givo ua something that is 
i>ctter. No, tony say that they can not do that, 
they can not f-pen tlieir mouths. Mr. Blaine 
«edil : 'Dou't you say a 
about it, ' They aro 


like the little t)oy'who'waB idiotic; his mother 
told hijn, 'Don't you open your mouth; ii any- 
body says anything to you just keep your mouth 
shut and they -will ue-ver find out you ar« a fool; 
Idiots don't know how to talk, you have been un- 
fortunate, keep your mouth shut.' One day 
somebody said to him, 'My little son, what is 
your name"?' The boy said nothing. 'My little 
son, where do you live?' He did not say any- 
thing. 
'My little son, what is the name of your 
father?' 
He didn't say anything. 
'My little 
son, what is the name of your mother?' 
He did 
not say anything. 
This disgusted the fellow, 
and he said: 'Certainly y o i r m u s t be a fool.' 
'Oh,' he says, 'mother, he has found it out, and 
I never opened mv mouth.' 


"Now, some of the others said we must avoid 
t h a t ; t h a t wtn't do. We must frame a bill and 
frame a policy u) on which we are to stand, and 
we m u s t go to the people on that. 
Now, then, 
they are sailing between i'cylla and Charybdia, 
and there is a whirlpool on one side and on 
axch'pelago of rocks on the other, and a Demo- 
cratic stonn is sweeping over the sea. Democratic 
opinion burn ng with iudiunation is attempting 
that this money shall be restored to the channels 
of commerce and the employnieut of labor. 
Now what are you going to do? If they do not 
stHnd on the platform and repeal the whisky 
tax the moral seutinunt. and- the outraged pub- 
lic opinion of the country w^dl sweep them into 
the abyss of obUvion : they cun not stand that, 
that cannot do. They put tliat in their plat- 
form right here in Chicago that they will repeal 
a:l the intt nial revenue before they will give any 
liart, 
even tho 
sugar 
part of the infant 
industries, but when that was promulgated a 
storm of indignation was heard from all over 
the coimtry against taking the tax oif of whisky 


they say it is tfee trade. On earthen and stone 
ware the labor cost is about «40 on the 3100, and 
over beyond it is about $45 on the $109; ours is 
cheaper than theirs, but let us stick to the rule 
that our labor cost is twice as great as theirs; 
now all that we want is '¿0 per cent. Twenty per 
cent., doubled makes ®40 in the cpst of labor in 
$100 worth of earthen and stone ware in this 
country. 
But what do we leave then ?—about 50 
per cent, more than enough to pay oU the labor 
cost of their eariheji and stone ware. Give it to 
them as a present by the Government and give 
them $10 besides, and yet because we want to 
reduce the tax on these necessaries of life they 
say it is free trade and you shall not do it. 


"Now take iron and steel; we consume about 
1 S800,000,000 worth of iron and steel. It was 
$d70,0u0,000 by the census eight years ago and it 
, has increased considerably since then, but let us 
; call it «700,000,000. The labor cost in iron and 
I steel is between $17 and SlU a ton, and it ia more 
than that in Great Britain. Our labor is cheaper 
than theirs, but let us take it on the hnndred- 
per-cent. basis again. 
We will say that ours is 
20 per cent, and that theirs is SIO on the hun- 
dred, or 10 per cent. Then $10 on tue hundred, 
or 10 i)er cent., would be suflScient to cover the 
difference in labor cost between Great Britain 
and the United States, and we give them 40, and 
thev say that is free trade, too, and they do not 
intend that we shall reduce the tariff on a single 
implement of labor, a plow, a hoe, a shovel, an 
ax, an auger, or upon anything with which the 
jieople of this country make their living and their 
support. 


"Now wo come to sugar. Wo found iron about 
42 per cent.; we leave it at 40. Wo reduce their 
chemicals 4L7(), earthen and stone ware 
metals i'J.JO, wood and woo.ien ware O'J cents on 


bor. "When yon have got to Lave 100,000 more 
men to do the work it is going to increase largely 
the demand for labor. What does a great de- 
mand for labor mean? It means an increase in 
wages. 
Now, there is the Democratic line. W e 
say that our manufacturers have got to this 
point in this country that by working about eight 
months in the year they can supply tho whole of 
our population with all the manufactured goods 
that they want. 
ITien what do they do ? 
Then 
when they come to that point they find that what 
further goods they make can not be sold ; that 
they have got beyond the canacity of the people 
to buy and consume. 
Then what do they do? 
They throw their manufacturing business into 
trusts, and then if they want to fool somebody 
they simply say now, my men, times are dull, 
there is under-consumption, there is no use for 
me to go on and make these goods when I can not 
sell them. I have got to cut down your wages 
15 or '20 per cent., if 10 won't do, and if that 
won't do 30 per cent. 
Tney want to make yon 
strike; the workman will say, I cannot live on 
those wages ; I con hardly live now, and if you 
cut me down I can not live at all, and you have 
your unions for protection, and you strike ; that 
is just what they want you to do. Mr. Car- 
negie, with his million and a half dollars made 
last yeiir, when he went away found he had 
reached a point where he could not sell any 
more; he reduced wages and his i>eople sf nick, 
notwithstanding that this is a question of labor 
from the skin to the core and the core back to 
the skin. 
But he cut down the wages of his 
lalion'rs 10 per cent, and tney struck ; that was 
just what he wanted, and ho skipped and went 
to Scotland. 
When they iorco you out of em- 
ployment they can go to Scotland. What is to 
become of tho great armies of our laliorers

V»O <-an raise beeves that 
have longer horns than yours, hut after supply- 
ing yourselves yon have a larg

your iiork, your beef, your loril, your butter, 
your oleomargarine. 
Now, if you do not exjHirt 
your w-)ieaf, lard, jiork, and beef to Kuri.po and 
tind a market for it, what are you going to do 
with it'.'

thoughts, assuring him of it^future prog- 
ress and prosperity.

It is the State of the Pacific Northwest. 
.md has the ocean for its western boundary. 
It is bounded on the north by AVashington 
Territory, on the east by Idalio. and on t h e 
south by Nevada and California. I t h a s an 
area of 90,000 squarç miles, or over sixty 
million a^Tes, larger tlian Old England and 
Now r.ngland combined, and is capable of 
supporting ton persons -where it now h a s 
one. 
If you have never been there, admit 
tliiit yo'A knov,- nothing or very little abfiut 
it. Oregon h a s nut only a variety of material 
resources, but there is a difference in the 
cliniato 
cast 
and west 
of the Cascade 
Mountains. 
On tlio coast tliero aro four 
s(>asons, but two only are coiispieuotis—tho 
Wet and t)io dry—wiiile, in tlio eastern ptirt 
of tlie Stato 
there is a gretitm^ ruiigro of 
temper;ituro, the winter, 
however, rarely 
having more tJuina few weeks or months of 
snow, with summers cooler and more e(iua- 
blo than in the f^tatcs east. Tlic rtiiny setisoi; 
on tlio coast is in tho winter, atul tho ide;i is 
common thtit^he roinlall is excessive, but 
wrong, boetiuse the Signal Service 
shows 
every South AtJanlie and Gulf State to litive 
from live to twenty iuclie's more of rtiin than 
r o r t l a u d , where tiio antniiil iiveriijie is (if- 
teen to twenty ini'hes iu excess of the Sl;ite> 
of tho Upper 
Mississippi Valley, 
in the 
Southern States the rain i.s heavy: out lien- 
tho showers are lighter, come oftcnor. anil 
never "svith driving wind, and without th«> 
shivering danipm ss usiitil to the raitiy sea- 
sons on the At lautie coast. 
Tlie snowfall at 
Portland is light, sektoiu enoisgii for ^lei:ill- 
ing. 
In the heat of s u m m e r there is no sun- 
stroke, nor the lassitude of Soutlu-rn Clali- 
fornia, and no night was ever so hot as to 
preclude tho need of bed olothiiig. The 
reasons for so mild and uniform cliniute so 
far north hav® bi'cn so often told that ;i 
mere mention of the chief one is all that is 
neeC'.ss;u-y.

One may get some idea of what rail- 
ways mean in the saving of time and 
money to passengers, by taking the case 
of London. 
It is estimated that about 
500,000 persons, or about one-tenth of 
the population of the entire area of the 
metropolis i^jquire to travel to and from 
their business every day all the year 
round. 
If we remember the distances, 
it is not too much to assume that the 
railway will economize for each at least 
two hours in the week, or, say five days 
per annum each. 
This over 500,000 
of people means 2,500,000 days, or an 
economy of 8,300 years of 300 working 
days each. 
Suppose the average earn- 
ings of these 500,000 people to be £100 
per annum each, not too high an average 
when we remember the number of mill- 
ionaires included in the total, we shall 
see a total money saving, in the sense 
of time being money, equal to £830,- 
000 per annum. 
And this in London

TJIH FORESTS 
OF 
EUROPE. 


The French Ministry of 
Agriculture 
has issued some interesting statistics re- 
specting the distribution of forests in 
Europe. 
The total area of Europe laid 
out in forest—exclusive of Turkey, Bul- 
garia, Bosnia, and Herzegovina, omitted 
in the official statement—is set down at 
280,989 million 
hectares, 
or 
708,862 
million acres; that is, 18.7 per oeat. 
of the total area of Europe is forest 
land. 
In proi)ortion to its total area 
Great Britain and Ireland have of all 
countries in Europe the least extent of 
forest, amounting to only 4 per cent, of 
its surface, and in proportion to 
the 
number of inhabitants enjoys by far the 
least allotment of forests, amounting to 
only 0.036 hectare, or 0.089 acres—i. e., 
considerably less than the tenth of an 
acre to each inhabitant. 
The 
country 
in Europe next loAvest in the forest scale 
is Denmark, with 4.8 jier cent, of forest 
land, or 0.09 hoctare to each inhabitant. 
That is to say, in Denmark there is an 
average of between two and three times 
the extent of forest land to each inhab- 
itant that there is in Great Britain 
and 
Ireland. 
The third of the countries of 
Europe in the ascending forest scale is 
Portugal, with 5 ¡'er cent, of forest land 
and 0.11 hectare to each inhabitant—i. 
e., an average of three times the amount 
of forest land to each inhabitant of Por- 
tugal that is allowed to each inhabitant 
of tlie United Kingdom. 
Holland 
has 
7 per cent, of forest land and 0.05 hec- 
tare to each inhabitant, or about one 
and a half times as much as to each in- 
habitant of the United Kingdom. 
The 
country in Euro}ie ]>ossessing the most 
forest is liussia in Europe, Avith 200,000 
million hectare—i. e., 37 per cent, of its 
whole area and 3.37 hectares to each in- 
hal>itant—that 
is, 
each inhabitant of 
Russia, in Europe, has an average of 
nearly 94 times the extent of forest lanci 
allotted to each inhabitant of the United 
Kingdom. 
In its percentage of forest 
laud and the amount of forest to eaeh 
inhabitant 
SAveeden, 
hoAvever stands 
still higher. 
With 17.569 million 
hec- 
tares of forest. Sweedenhas 39 per cent 
of its land in forest, so3.84 hectares of for 
est to each of its inhabitants. 
Nonvay 
Avith 24 per cent, of its area in forest 
allows each of its inhabitants an averag« 
of 4.32 hectares of forest, or 120 tiiuf^s 
as much as is allowed to each inhabitant 
of the United Kingdom. 
Hunpcary has 
29 jxT cent, of its area in forest, or 0.5S 
hoctare 
of forest to each 
inhabitant. 
France jTOssesses 9,888 million licctares 
of forest, or 17.7 per cent of its total area, 
and s ) allowing 0.25 hectares of forest 
to each of its inhabitants—nearly seven 
times as much as is allotted to each in- 
habitant of the United Kingdom.

THE I'ltlLOSOfHY 
OF 
FRl'SING. 


Jt is tlie usual practice in pruning to 
leav<' a shi)rt stub of the limb cut oil', 
sonietinies ]>rotecting the Avood from de- 
cay l>y the use of ])aint or otherwise. A 
recent French authority insists tJiat the 
lind) should be cut close to the bi)dy of 
the tree or main branch. 


This system is based on the fact that as 
wood is foi'med by descending saj) alf>ne, 
a A v o u n d made on a tree can only be- 
c ime covered Avith healthy new Avood 
Avhen its entire surface is brought into 
connection with the leaves by means of 
the layer of young an<l growing 
cells 
formed between the wood and the bark. 


To make this connection, it is neces- 
sary to i>rune in such a manner that no 
portion of the am])utated or dead branch 
shall be left on the trunk. 
The cut 
should always be made close to and per- 
fectly even Avith the outline of the trunk 
Avithout regard to the size of the wound 
thus made. 
This is the essential 
rule 
in all pruning, and on its observance the 
success 
of the 
oj^eration 
dei)ends.— 
Golden 
Dny.<.

Great Results Hang on What 
Seem Very Slender Cir- 
cumstances. 


There Are No Insignificanoes in Our laves. 
The CaBoal, the Accidental, Are Part« 
of a Great Flan. 


The Eev. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., 
of Brooklyn, preached 
on the 
camp 
ground at Grimsby, Can. 
The subject of 
his Bermon was "Great 
Results 
May 
Depend on Small Events." Dr. Talmage 
took for his text: "Through a window, 
in a basket, was I let down by the wall." 
II. Cor. ii, 33. 
He said: 


Damascus is a city of white and glisten- 
ing architecture sometimes called "the 
eye of the East," sometimes called "a 
pearl surrounded by emeralds;" at one 
time distinguished 
for swords of the 
best material called Damascus blades, 
and upholstery of richest fabric called 
damasks. 
A horseman by the name of 
Paul, riding toward this city, had been 
thrown from the saddle. 
The horse had 
dropped under a flash from the sky, 
which at the same time w.is so bright it 
blinded the rider for many days, and I 
think so permanently injured his eye- 
sight that this defect of vision became 
the thorn 
in the flesh he afterwards 
speaks of. 
He started from Damascus 
to butcher Christians, but after that hard 
fall from his horse be was a changed 
man and preached Christ in Damascus 
till the city was shaken to its founda- 
tion. 


The mayor gives authority for his ar- 
rest, and 'the popular cry is "Kill him! 
Xill him!" 
The city is surrounded by a 
high wall, and the gates are watched by 
the police lest the Cilician 
preacher 
escape. 
Many of the houses are built on 
the wall, and their balconies projected 
clear over and hovered above the gardens 
outside. 
It was customary to lower 
baskets out of these balconies and pull 
up fruits and flowers 'fromthe 
gardens. 
To this day visitors at the monastery of 
Mount Siiiai are lifted and let down in 
baskets. Detectives prowled around from 
house to house looking for Paul, but his 
friends hid him now in one place, now 
in another. He is no coward, as fifty in- 
cidents in his life demonstrate. 
But he 
feels his work is not done yet, and so he 
evades assassination. 
"Is that preacher 
here?" the foaming mob shout at one 
house door. 
"Is that fanatic here!" the 
police shout at another house 
door. 
Sometimes on the street incognito he 
passes through a cloud of clenched fists, 
and sometimes he secretes himself on the 
housetop. 
At last the infuriate 
popu- 
lace get on sure track of him. 
They 
have positive evidence that he is in the 
house of one of the Christians, the bal- 
cony of whose homo reaches over the 
wall. 
"Here he is! 
Here he is!" 
The 
vociferation andblasphemy and howling 
of the pursuers are at the front door. 
They break in. 
"Fetch out that Gospel- 
izer, and 
let us 
hang his 
head 
on 
the city 
gate. 
Where is 
he?" 
The 
emergency was terrible. 
Providentially 
there was a good stout basket in the 
house. 
Paul's friends fasten a rope to 
the baket. 
Paul steps into it. 
The 
baskst is lifted to the edge of the balcony 
on the wall, and then while Paul holds 
on to the rope Avith both hands 
his 
friends lower away, carefully and cau- 
tiously. slowly but surely, further doAvu 
and further down, until the 
basket 
strikes the earth and the apostle steps 
out, and afoot and alone starts on that 
famous missionary tour, the story of 
Av hich has astonished earth and Heaven. 
Appropriate entry in Paul's diary 
of 
travels: 
"Through a window, in a bas- 
ket, was I let down by the wall." 


Observe, first, on what a slender ten- 
ure great results hang. 
The ropemaker 
Avho twisted that cord fastened to that 
lowering basket never knew how much 
would depend on the strength of it. 
How if it had been broken and the 
apostle's 
life had 
been dashed 
out? 
What would have becomc of the Chris- 
tian Church? 
All that magnificent mis- 
sionary work in Pamphilia, Cappadocia, 
Galatia, Macedonia would never have 
been accomplished. 
All 
his Avritings 
that make up so indispensable and en- 
chanting a part of the NCAV Testament 
would never have been written. 
The 
story of resurrection would never have 
been so gloriously told as he told it. 
That example of heroic and triumphant 
endurance at Philippi, in the Jlediter- 
ranean 
euroclydon. under 
flagellation 
and at his beheading would not have 
kindled the courage of 10,000 martyr- 
doms. 
But that rope holding that bas- 
ket, how much depended on it? So again 
and again great results have hung on 
what seemed slender circumstances. 


Did ever ship of many thousand tons 
crossing the sea have such 
im])ortant 
passent^'or as had once a boat of leaves, 
from latl'rail to stern only three or four 
feet, the vessel made waterproof by a 
coat of bitumen, and 
floating 
on the 
Nile with the infant lawgiver of 
the 
Jews on board? 
What if some crocodile 
should crunch it? 
^V hat if some of the 
cattle wading in for a drink should sink 
it? 
Vessels of Avar sometlines 
carry 
forty guns looking throutjh tlie port- 
holes ready to open battle. 
But that 
tiny craft on the Nile seems to be armed 
with all the guns of thunder that bom- 
barded Sinai at the law-giving. On how 
fragile craft sailed how much of histor- 
ical importance!

standing on the shoulder of the other, 
and down the human ladder the boy de- 
scends—John Wesley. 
If 
you 
would 
know how much depended on that lad- 
der of peasants ask the millions 
of 
Methodists on both sides of the sea. Ask 
their mission stations all around the 
world. Ask their hundreds of thousands 
already ascended to join their founder, 
who would have perished but for the 
living stairs of peasants' shoulders. 


An English ship stopped at Pitcairn 
Island, and right in the midst of sur- 
rounding cannibalism alid squalor, the 
passengers discovered a Christian col- 
ony of churches and schools and beau- 
tiful homes and highest style of relig- 
ion and civilization. 
For fifty years no 
missionary and no Christian influence 
had landed there. 
Why this oasis of 
light amid a desert of 
heathendom? 
Sixty years before a ship had met dis- 
aster, and one of the sailors, unable to 
save anything else, went to bis trunk 
and took out a Bible which his mother 
bad placed there, and swam ashore, the 
Bible held in his teeth. 
The book was 
read on all sides until the rough and 
TiciouB population were 
evangelized, 
and a church was started, and an en- 
lightened 
commonAvealth 
eelablished, 
and the world's history has no more 
brilliant page thar ^hat whi'vh tells of 


book. 
It did not seem of much impor- 
tance whether the sailor continued to 
hold the book in his teeth or let it fall 
in the breakers, but upon what small 
circumstances 
tiftpended what 
migiity 
results! 


Practical influence: 
There are no in- 
significances in our lives. 
The minutest 
thing is part of a magnitude. 
Infinity 
is made up of 
infinitesimals. 
Great 
things an aggregation 
of small things. 
Bethlehem manner pulling on a star in 
the eastern sky. One book in a drenched 
sailor's mouth the evangelization of a 
multitude. 
One boat of papyrus on the 
Nile freighted with events for all ages. 
The fate of Christendom in a basket let 
down from a window on the Avail. What 
you do, do well. 
If you make a rope, 
make it strong and true, for you knoAv 
not how much may depend' on 
your 
workmanship. 
If you fashion a boat 
let it bo waterproof,' for you know not 
who may sail in it. 
If you put a Bible 
in the trunk of your boy as he goes from 
home, let it be heard in your 
prayers, 
for it may have a mission as far reach- 
ing as the book which the sailor carried 
in his teeth to the Pitcairn beach. 
The 
plainest man's life is an island between 
two eternities—eternity 
past rippling 
against his shoulders, eternity to come 
touching his brow. 
The casual, the ac- 
cidental, that which merely happens so, 
are parts of a great plan, and the rope 
that lets the fugitive apostle from the 
Damascus wall is the cable that holds to 
its mooring the ship of the church in 
the northeast storm of the centuries. 


Again, notice unrecognized and unre- 
corded services. 
Who spun the rope? 
Who tied it to the basket? Who steadied 
the illustrious preacher as he stepped 
into it? 
Who relaxed not a muscle of 
the arm or dismissed an anxious look 
from his face until the basket touched 
the ground and discharged its magnifi- 
cent cargo? 
Not one of their names has 
come to us, but there was no work done 
that day in Damascus or in all the earth 
compared with the importance of their 
work. What if they had in the agitation 
tied a knot that could slip? 
What if 
the sound of a mob at the door had led 
them to say: 
"PauJ must take care of 
himselfj and we will take care of our- 
selves." 
No, no! 
They held the rope, 
and in doing so did more for the Chris- 
tian church than 
any thousand of us 
will ever accomplish. 
But God knows 
and has made eternal record of their 
undertaking. 
And 
they 
know. 
How 
exultant they must 
have felt 
when 
they 
read 
his 
letter 
to 
the 
Eo- 
mans, to the Corinthians, to the Gala- 
tians, to the Ephesians, to the Philippi- 
ans, to the Colossians, to the Thessalo- 
nians, to Timothy, to Titus, to Phile- 
mon, to the Hebrews, and when they 
heard how he walked out of prison with 
the earthquake unlocking the door for 
him, and took command of the Alexan- 
drian corn ship when the sailors were 
nearly scared to death, and preached a 
sermon that nearly shook Felix off his 
judgment seat. 
I hear men a-cd women 
Avho helped him down through the win- 
dow and over the wall talking in private 
over the matter, saying: "How glad I am 
that we effected that rescue! 
In coming 
times others may get the glory of Paul's 
work, but no one shall rob us of the sat- 
isfaction of knowing that Ave held the 
rope." 


There are said to be about sixty-nine 
thousand ministers of religion in this 
country. 
About fifty thousand I war- 
rant came from early homes which had 
to struggle for the necessaries of life. 


The sons of rich baukovs and mer- 
chants generally become bankers and 
mei'chants. 
The most of those who be- 
come ministers are the sons of those who 
had terrific struggle to got their every 
day bread. 
The collegiate and theolog- 
ical education of that sou took every 
luxurj' from the parental table for eight 
years. 
The other children were more 
scantily appareled. 
The son at college 
every little while got a bundle 
from 
home. 
In it were the socks that mother 
had knit, sitting up late at night, her 
sight not as good as once it was. 


And there also were some delicacies 
from the sister's hand for the voracious 
appetite of a hungry student. 
The fa- 
ther swung the heavy cradle through the 
wheat, the sweat rolling from his chin 
bedewing every step of the way, and 
then sitting down under the cherry tree 
at noon thinking to himself: 
"I am 
fearfully tired, but it will pay if I can 
once see that boy through college, and 
if I can know that he will be ])reachiiig 
the Gospel 
after I am dead." 
The 
younger children 
want to know why 
they can't have this and that as others 
do, and the mother says: 
"Be patient 
my children, until your brother gradu- 
ates, and then you shall have more lux- 
uries, but we mu.st see that boy through." 


The years go by and the son has been 
ordained and is preaching the glorious 
Gospel, and a great revival comes, and 
souls by scores and hundreds accept the 
Gospel from the lips of that 
young 
preacher, and father and mother, quite 
old now, are visiting the son at the vil- 
lage parsonage, and at the close of a 
Sabbath «f might}- blessing father and 
mother retire to their room, the ison 
lighting the way and asking theia if he 
(;ould do anytliino; to make them more 
comfortaljle. saying if tliey want any- 
thing in the night just to knock ou the 
wall. 
And then all alone father 
and 
mother talk over tlie gracious infiuenccs 
of the day and say: 
"Well, it was worth 
all we Avent through to educate that boy. 
It was a hard pull, but we held on till 
the work was done. 
The world may 
not know it, but, mother, we held the 
rope, didn't we?" 
And the voice, trem- 


respouds 


"Yes, father; we held the rope. 
I feel 
my work is done. 
Now, Lord, 
lettest 
thou thy servant depart in peace, for 
mine eyes have seen thy 
salvation." 
"Pshaw!" says the father, "I never felt 
so much like living in mj' life as now. 
I want to see what 
ou to 
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Mother would sit down in the evening, 
and say: 
"Well, I don't know Avhat 
makes 'me feel so tired!" 
Father would 
fall immediately to sleep, seated by the 
evening stand, overcome with the day's 
fatigues. 
One of the four 
brothers, 
after preaching the Gospel for about 
fifty years, entered upon his heavenly 
rest. 
Another of the four is now ou the 
other side of the earth, a missionary of 
the cross. 
T A V O of us are in this laud in 
the holy ministry, and I think all of ur 
are willing to acknowledge our obliga- 
tion to the old folks at home. 
About 
twenty-two years ago the one, and about 
twenty-four years ago the other, 
put 
down the burdens of this life, but they 
still hold the rope. 


O men and woinon 
here 
assembled, 
jfoubrag sometiui'.s linw you have fought 


nave been helpful inf'nenccs 
have 
never fully acknoAviedged. 
Íf:.s 
there not been some infiuenci; ii>. yom 
early or present home that 
world 
cannot see? 
Does there not re.ich to 
you from among the Canadian hills, or 
Western prairie, or from Sout'a-rn ]>:a j- 
tation, or from English or Scottish <;r 
Irish home a cord of influence that h;is 
kept you right when you would 
have- 
gone astray, and which, after you h;id 
made a crooked track, recalled 
you? 
The rope may be as long as thirty vi ars. 
or five hundred miles long, 
or tliive 
thousand miles long, but hands that 
went out of mortal sight long ago 
still 
hold the rope. 
You want a very swift 
horse, and you need to rowel him with 
sharpest spurs, and to let the reins 
lie 
loose upon the neck, and to give a shout 
to a racer, if you are going to ride out of 
reach of your mother's prayers. 
Why, a 
ship crossing the Atlantic in seven (lays 
can t sail away from that! 
A sailor tinds 
them on the lookout as he takes his 
place, and finds them on the most as he 
climbs the ratlines to disentangle a rope 
in the tempest, and finds them 
swing- 
ing on the hammock when he turas in. 
Why not be frank and acknoAvledge it— 
the most of us would long ago have been 
dashed to pieces had not gracious and 
loving hands steadily and lovingly and 
mightily held the rope. 


But there must come a time when we 
shall find out who these Damascene were 
who lowered Paul in the basket, and 
greet them and all those who have Ten- 
dered to God and the world unrecognized 
and unrecorded services. 
That is going 
to be one of the glad excitevw-nts of 
Heaven—the h u n t i n g u p a n d picking out 
of those who did good on earth and got no 
credit for it. 
Here the church has been 
going on nineteen centuries, and this is 
probably the first sermon ever recogniz- 
ing the services of the people in that 
Damascus balcony. 
Charles G. Finney 
said to a dying Christian: "Give my love 
to St. Paul when you meet him." 
When 
you and I meet him, as we will, I shall 
ask him to introdúceme to those people 
who 
got 
him out 
of the Damascene 
peril. 


We go into long sermon to prove that 
we will be able to recognize people in 
Heaven, when there is one reason Ave fail 
to present, and that is better thau all— 
God will introduce us. 
We shall have 
them all pointed out. 
You Avould not be 
guilty of the impoliteness 
of 
having 
friends in your parlor not 
introduced, 
and celestial politeness will demandthat 
we be made acquainted 
with all the 
heavenly household. 
What rehearsal of 
old times and recital of stirring reminis- 
cences. 
If others fail to give introduc- 
tion, God will take us through, and be- 
fore our 
first 
twenty-four

Heaven—if it were calculated by earthly 
time pieces—have passed, we shall meet 
and talk with more Heavenly celebrities 
than in our entii-e mortal state we met 
Avith earthly 
celebrities. 
Many 
who 
made great noise of usefulness will sit 
on the last seat by the front door of the 
Heavenly temple, while right up within 
arm's reach of the Heavenly throne will 
be many who, though they could not 
preach themselves or do great exploits 
for God, nevertheless held the roi)e.

Democracy was out in dress 
last night 


The elements seemed to blend bar- 
moniously with the eausa 
Nature sent 
its moisture in the afternoon to prepare 
the way for the night. 
At six o'olook 
the air was dry and a nice breeze swept 
to fan the fancy into feeling. 


At half-past six o'clock the multitude 
began to move towards the scene of 
Jeftetsonian splendor. 
The ladies—God 
bless 'em—were out in all their beauty 
The comely matron, and the pretty miss 
gave to the scene the charm of refine- 
ment. 
The children, too, were with 
them m their Sunday frocki^ the babies 
in their cabs, ail vieing to do nonor to 
the cause of good government, in which 
they as much as men, are interested, 
and it is a wholraome sign to know that 
they show it. 


At 7 o'clock the streets about the 
court house square were densely packed 
and the spectators stretched east on 
Berry as far as the Academy. 
So they 
did all along the line of march in count- 
less numbers. 
It was a magnificent 
greeting to the democratic hosts. 


Through this vast throng the small 
boy sqneezed his way and horn in hand 
heralded his approach at every step. 
The lads liberated all of their enthusiasm 
last night. 
They were everywhere a ad 
everybody knew it, but boys will be 
boys as long as the world goes round, so 
we must bow to the will of tbe future 
statesmen. 


But we must get to the parade, which 
began to form at 7:30. 
The Central 
Jeflersonians formed on Court street, 
with the head resting on Main, just be- 
hind the Union Cornet band. 


Next came the Siith ward Jefferson- 
ians, then the Fifth ward clubs, the 
Seventh ward clubs, the Eighth ward 
clubs and last, but not least, the Hen- 
dricks hosts in black silk hats, courtly 
dusters and bandana accoutrements. 


At 8 o'clock the pageant moved to the 
martial music of two bands and a half 
dozen drum corps. It stretched out in- 
to great proportions and received ova- 
tions at every point. 


It was a picture to look at from a dis- 
tance. 
The approach o! the great col- 
umn was heralded by blazing fire works, 
shooting into the heavens until they re 
sembled a sidereal arch in all its golden 
splendor. 


THB SPEAKING FOISTS. 


Soon the procession reacJied its start- 
ing point and drew up on East 
Berry 
street. 
It was a perfect sea of faces 
and in less time than it takes to tell it 
the Academy of Music was crowdeJ to 
the doors. 


A great etreamer was stretched across 
the hail, bearing these words: 
' 'Protec- 
tion for Labor, Not for Trusts " 
On 
either side of the stage were portraits of 
Cleveland and Thurman 
in bandana 
trimmings, with the American 
peaoefnl folds above all. 


bo it was at the sonth side of the court 
houae, where a platform was erected to 
aocommodate 
the 
overflow meeting. 
The stand was tastily decorated with 
democratic lemblems, but the national 
flag was there. 


THE OtTTSIDE MBBTINO, 


Mayor Mubler presided at the out 
door meeting and witu him were a num- 
ber of prominent citizens, iocluding 
Col. C. C. Matson and Judge C. A. O. 
McOleUan. 
The court house yard was 
crowded, but the human voice is a poor 
match for the tin horn and suffered ac- 
cordingly. 


Mr. Muhler first introduced Judge 
McClellau, the democratic candidate for 
congress, who was warmly greeted. 
He 
made a manly speech, touching in a gen- 
eral way the greut issues of the day, 
giving his hearers aesnrunoes that the 
Twelfth district candidate is worthy of 
their suffrage. 
Bis address was neces- 
sarily short to give to Colonel Matson, 
the candidate for governor, the oppor- 
tanity of the evening, the judge reserv- 
ing for himself some future occasion. 


Colonel Matson was royally received, 
when Mr. Muhler presented him. 


l^e asked the question: 
"Do the 
people want to be taxed more than is 
i^esBary? 
They are taxed through the 
tariifffor the benefit of the rich, who 
have fatted and fed upon labor for the 
ast ti^nty-fonr years. 
One-tenth of 
the peon's money now lies idle in the 
treasury, Knd this condition has been 
going on fom'eare, and only by the ex- 
ercise of the pQwera of the democratic 
secretary of thèytreasnry has a business 
collapse been Werted. 
Both parties 
have nnfnlfilied piladges upon the tariff, 
bnt a democratic house was unable to 
pass upon a measurcNbecause of disa- 
greement. 
Bnt now a^oses has arisen 
to lead the democracy out of the wilder- 
ness, and that man is GroVer Cleveland, 
who has given the party tn^ issues of 
thè present campaign upon N^ich the 
whole democracy of the nationis united, 
The result of his leadership Vas the 
Mills bill. 
That bill passed the^ house 
after a desperate struggle, in which the 
republicans 
exercised their strongest 
opposition. 
It 
was 
favored 
by 
the democracy with but.one^ or two 
exceptions and by the entire labor vote 
in congress. 
It is not claimed that the 
bill is a perfect measure. 
It is a high 
protective tariff bill and I would have 
favored a bill more in accordance with a 
revenue basis. 
The Mills bill gives a 
higher average tariff than tias existed 
since the war, but republicans say it is 
free trade. 
If this measure is free trade 
then the republicans have been free- 
traders since the war. 
They say they 
want to protect labor. 
When did the 
republicans become champions of labor? 
Was it when the Chinese question was 
before congress? 
It is a well known 
fact that a majority of republicans voted 
against the restriction of Chinese cheap 
labor, and among them was the dis- 
tinguished gentleman ^^ ho heads the re- 
publican ticket. Gen. 
Ben Harrison, 
who voted fourteen times against it. The 
tariff does not protect labor, because it 
is pat not upon labor, but upon the ar- 
ticles manufaotured. 


"The laborer mannfaoliires, and who 
sells the manufaotured articles? It is 
not the laborer, but the boss of labor 
I who pats the proceeds down in his 
I pocket. 
And how is labor to get it out 
I of his pocket ? He oan not do so, be- 
cause the repablican |Wty proposes no

wni give the laborar just muh pileai

he sees fit, beeanse he eontrols the piiee 
of labor. 
The only way to kemnpthe 
price of labor now is throngh labor or- 
ganisations, and I am glad of the faet 
that I have had oeoaaion many timet to 
assist labor organisations. 
It is only by 
labor organisations now that capital can 
be met, and labor should perfeet by 
strengthening such organizationa. 
As 
long as any man oan oome over from 
England as cheaply as he can travel 
from New Tork to Kansas 
City so 
long 
will 
labor 
be 
unprotected? 
But 
the monopolists 
and the re* 
publican party 
want 
this 
foreign 
immigration. 
In 1864 the republican 
party placed upon the statute books a 
law encouraging 
foreign immigration 
and much of tlus is servile labor. 
The 
record of the republican party is not 
good upon the labor question and it oan 
lay no claim whatever to the labor vote. 
While the republican party is crying 
for a high tariff tax to protect labor 
trusts are being fostered by it to raise the 
price of food and clothing, and the re- 
pablican party, tturoagh its 
l^ider, 
James G. Blaine, is telling the toiling 
masses that the trusts are institutions 
with which neither Grover Cleveland 
nor the laborer should interfere. 


"The democrats have selected as their 
leader that grand man who stands in the 
front rank ol the great men of the coun- 
try, who led them to victory in 1884, 
and who will lead them to victory again. 
They have chosen as candidate for vice 
president a man who is not of Ohio or 
any other state, but who belongs to the 
United States. 
Such a ticket can not 
fail of victory." 


AT THB ACADBmr. 


The first speaker at the Academy, 
where Hon. F. P. Randall presided, was 
Mr. R. T. Jacks, the master workman 
of the Knights of Labor of Indiana. 
Capt. J. H. Rohan introduced him in a 
few well chosen words, and the speaker 
bowed to the magnificent 
audience. 
He stated that he was before the public 
pleading for the cause of the people, ad- 
vocating the success of the party that 
promised the greatest good to the great- 
est number. 
It was his 
God given 
right to do so, the right that liberty con- 
ferred on him and every other citizen of 
the United States. 
In a plain, forcible 
and convincing way he portrayed the 
iniquities of the tariff, the effects of a 
contraction of the currency through the 
accummulation 
of 
the 
surplus and 
seasoned his illustrations with stories 
and 
anecdotes, 
that 
kept 
his 
hearers 
in 
the 
best 
of 
hu 
mor. 
Mr. 
Jacks 
reviewed 
the 
labor troubles at Indianapolis, showed 
Harrison's brutal course towards the 
strikers and contrasted it with Hon. 
Allen G. Thurman's attitude towards 
the striking miners of Ohio. 


It was a telling point and when Mr. 
Jacks sat down it was with great ap 
plause. 


It was now about 10 o'clock, but not 
a man or woman left the hall. Mr. Mat- 
son came in abont this time and was 
royally greeted. 


Mr. Randall then introduced Con 
gressman Wilson, oi West Virginia, and 
iu an instant he was master of the situa- 
tion, his matchless eloquence and grand 
truths captivating everybody. 


CoDgreeaman Wilson is a member of 
the wa s and means committee of con- 
gress. 
With Mr. Mills he assisted in 
preparing tbe tariff bill. He took up the 
tarifl question »ithont any preliminary 
words. 
He detailed his visits to the 
woolen mills and factories of New Eng- 
land, related the specific tax on cloth, 
showed how i": was a burden on the 
people without any benefit. 
He asked 
a workingman to step into the protected 
industries and ack protoetion wages— 
a fair share of tbe proiits—and see how 
soon the monopolist will tell you he can 
import Canadian or other panper labor. 
Step into the same mills to bay cloth 
and the monopolist Bitites his protected 
price ond smiles. 
Here was a lesson, he 
said, and pictured it eloquently. 
He 
proceeded then to illnstraie the trnsts 
and robber combines. 
He explained 
how the manufacturers meet, agree to 
put their products into a trust, shut 
down half the factories, go to Europe, 
while their joint agent fixes his own 
prices, sells at his own figures and tbe 
workingmen and the people have to pay 
tribute and bounty to this monster, that 
Mr. Blaiue rises to defend. 


The gentleman grew more eloquent 
and more forcible as he proceeded. 
He 
said that labor is better paid in Ameri- 
ca than in any other country, but said 
that it always would be higher unless 
the country should be delivered over 
hand and foot to monopoly. 
England 
had a sad lesson on high protective tariff 
and now she is a free trade country. 
Labor is paid better here because it 
produces more. 
There can be no privi- 
leged classes here if the tarifl is done 
away with. 
Labor has its price set by 
the market price, and the market price 
is set by the demand and the supply. 
Wages are higher here by because of a 
greater demand, and the greater de- 
mand depends upon our comparatively 
sparse settlement and the greater de- 
mand depends upon our comparatively 
sparse (settlement and the rich resources 
of the counti-y. 


The democracy, he said, is one which 
has always protected the plain, weak 
people and such had been its record 
during the past four years. 
He found 
that the democracy in the present cam- 
paign is more thoroughly planted upon 
the old, ori«;inal principles than hereto- 
fore. 
It had been dedicated from the 
first to equal rights and the equality of 
the whole people. 
There were those 
who thought that wealth should be the 
basin of citizenship and freedom, bnt 
fortunately Thomas Jefferson arose to 
crush out the idea. 
It is upon the prin- 
ciple of equality that the people now 
rally around Cleveland and Thurman. 
There are men who to-day are making 
war upon the idea of equ^ity, and it is 
once again the democratic party as- 
sumes i s armor to crush out the idea 
that there shall be any privileged class 
in this country. 


With this Mr. Wilson closed with a 
magnificent plea for the triumph of 
democracy—democracy pure and sim- 
ple from the school of Jefferson and 
Jackson. 


After Mr. Wilscn, Colonel Matson was 
presented and spoke briefly, ontlining 
liis position on the questions of the day 
and stating the friendships of the demo- 
cratic party for the labor interests. 
He 
simply introdaoed himself in this way 
and the great andienoe^ which sat until 
until twenty minates to 11 o*olo9k, dis- 
pened.

Uiut you know nothing or vory littlo about 
it. Oregon hus not only u variety of material 
resources, but thero is a'uiffyrenco in tho 
climato cast and west of tho Cascade 
Mountains. On Iho coast Ihero aro four 
seasons, but two only aro eonsiiieuoiis—tho 
wet and Iho dry—while in tlio eastern part 
of the State tlioro is a greater rango of 
tmnperalure. Ihu winter, however, rarely 
having moro than ;i few weeks or months of 
sTiow, with summers cooler and moro eciua- 
blo than in the Stales east. The rainy season 
on tho coast is m thu winter, and Iho idea is 


ommon tliat^ho rainfall is excessive, but 
.L'roug, because thu Signal Service sliows 
every South Atlantic und Gulf Ktute to have 
from flvo lo twenty inches more of rain than 
Portland, where Iho annual average is lif- 
tecn to twontyinchesin excess of tlio States 
of tho Upper Mississippi Valley. In the 
Southern States the rain is heavy; out here 
tho showers aro lighter, como of tenor, and 
never with driving wind, and without the 
shivering dampness usual to tho rainy sea- 
sons on tho Atlantic cpast. Tho snowTallat 
Portland is light, seldom enough for frloiah- 
ing. .In tho heat of summcrthere is no sun- 
stroke, nor tho lassitude' of,'Southern Cali- 
fornia, and no night was ever so hot as to 
preclude tho need of bed clothing. Tim 
reasons for so mild arjd uniform ctimute so 
far north Iiavo been so often told that a 
mere mention of tlio chief one-is all tit at is 
necessary. This is tho inliucnco of the 
Japiin current, an.'immense "gulf stream" 
in tho Pacific Ocean which sweeps toward 
the North Pacific coast and affects it us tfio 
Giilf Strcahi docs tho British Islands. The 
potency of tho..Japan current is seen when 
wo state tliat the annual tcmpcruluro oi 
Sitku, Alaska, Is about lliat of Allnnesota.

Ono may get sonic idea of what rail- 


ways mean iu tho saving of time and 
money to passengers, by taking the case 
of London. It is estimated that about 
500,000 persons, or about oiio-tentli of 
tho population of the entire area of the 
metropolis inquire to travel to and from 
their business every day all the year 
round. If wo remember the distances, 
it is not too mueh to assume that the 
railway will economize for each, at least 
two hours in the week, or, say five days 
per annum each. This over 500,000 
of people means 2,500,000 days, or an 
economy of 8,300 years of 300 working 
days each. Suppose the average earn- 
ings of these 500,000 people to be 
£100 


per annum each, not too high an average 
when we remember the number of mill- 
ionaires included in the total, we shall 
see a total money saving, in the sense 
of time beiug money, equal to £830,- 
000 per annum. And -this in London 
alone.—Chambers' Journal.

The French Ministry of Agriculture 


has issued some interesting statistics re- 
spcctiug the distribution of forests iu 
Europe. The total area'of Europe laid 
out iu forest— exclusive of Turkey, Bul- 
garia, Bosnia, and Herzegovina, omitted 
iu tlio official statement— is set down at 
280,089 million hectares, or 708,802 
million acres; that is, 18.7 per ceat. 
of the total area of Europe is forest 
land. In proportion to its total area 
Great Britain and Ireland have of all 
countries in Europe the least extent of 
forest, amounting to only 4 per cent, of 
its surface, and in proportion to the 
number of inhabitants enjoys by far the 
least allotment of forests, amounting to 
only 0.036 hectare, or 0.089 acres— i. e., 
considerably less than the tenth of an 
acre to each inhabitant. 
The country 


hi Europe next lowest in the forest scale 
is Denmark, with 4.8 per cent, of forest 
land, or 0.09 hectare to each inhabitant. 
That is to say, in Denmark there is an 
average of between two and three times 
the extent of forest laud to each inhab- 
itant that there is in Great Britain and 
Ireland. .The third of the countries of 
Europe in the ascending forest scale is 
Portugal, with 5 per cent, of forest land 
and 0.11 hectare to each inhabitant — i. 
e., an average of three times the amount 
of forest land to each inhabitant of Por- 
tugal that is allowed to each inhabitant 
of the United. Kingdom. 
Holland has 


7 per cent, of forest land and 0.05 hec- 
tare to each inhabitant, or about one 
and a half times as much as to each in- 
habitant of the United Kingdom. 
The 


country hi Europe possessing the most 
forest is Kussia in Europe, with 200,000 
million hectare — i. e., 37 per cent, of its 
whole area and 3.37 hectares to each in- 
habitant—that is, each inhabitant of 
Russia, in Europe, has an average of. 
nearly 94 times the extent of forest land 
allotted to each inhabitant of the United 
Kingdom. In its percentage of forest 
land and the amount of forest to each 
inhabitant Sweedcn, however stands 
still higher. With 17,569 million hec- 
tares of forest, SweedenhasSJ) per cent 
of its land in forest, so3.84 hectare's of for 
est to each of its inhabitants. 
Norway 


with 24 per cent, of its area in forest. 
allows each of its inhabitants an avcraga 
of 4.32 hectares of forest, or 1£0 times 
as much AS is allowed to each inhabitant 
of the United Kingdom. 
Hungary has 


20 per cent, of its area in forest, or 0.58 
hectare of forest to each inhabitant. 
France possesses 9,888 million hectares 
of forest, or 17.7 per cent of its total area, 
and so allowing 0.25 hectares of forest 
to each of its inhabitants— nearly seven 
times as much as is allotted to each in- 
habitant of the United Kingdom.

THK I'HJtO.S'Ol'Wr OF 
PKUNING. 


It is tho usual practice in pruning to 


leave a short stub of tho limb cut on", 
sometimes protecting the wood from de- 
cay by the use of paint or otherwise. A 
recent French authority insists that tho 
limb should bo cut close to the body of 
the tree or main branch. 


. This system is based on the fact that as 


wood is formed by descending sap alone, 
a wound made on a tree caii only be- 
come covered with healthy new wood 
when its entire surface is brought into 
connection with tho leaves by means of 
the layer of young and growing colls 
formed between the wood aud tho bark. 


To make this connection, it is neces- 


sary to prune in such a manner that no 
portion of the amputated or dead branch 
shall be left on tho trunk. Tho cut 
should always be made close to and per- 
fectly even with the outline of tho trunk 
without regard to the sine of tlio wound 
thiiH made. This is the essential rule 
in all pruning, ami on its observance tho 
HIICCORS of tlm operation depends. — 
Cioldc.n 7)ffj/,s.

There Ara Ho Insignificances in Our Lives. 


The Casual, the Accidental, Aro Parts 


of a Great Flan. 


The Bov. T. Do Witt Tuhnage, D. B., 


of Brooklyn, preached on tho camp 
groundatGrinisby, Oaii. Tho subject of 
his sermon was "Great Hesults May 
Depend on Small Events." Dr. Tiihnage 
took for his text: "Through a window, 
in a basket, was I let clown bv the wall." 
II. Cor. ii, 33. He said: 


Damns ens is acity of: white and glisten- 


ing architecture sometimes calle'd "the 
eyo of the E:ist," sometimes called "u 
pearl surrounded by emeralds;" at one 
time distinguished for swords of the 
best material called Damascus blades, 
and upholstery of richest fabric called 
damasks. A horseman by tho name of 
Paul, riding toward this city, had been 
thrown from the saddle. The horse had 
dropped under a flash from, the sky, 
which at the same time was so bright it 
blinded tho rider for many days, and I 
think so permanently injured his eye- 
sight that this defect of vision became 
the thorn in the flesh he afterwards 
gpenks of. He started from Damascus 
to bntcher Christians, butaftorthat hard 
fall from his horse he was a changed 
man and preached Christ m Damascus 
till the city was shaken, to its founda- 
tion. 


Tho mayor gives authority for his ar- 


rest, and the popular cry is "Kill him! 
Kill him!" The city is surrounded by a 
high wall, and the gates are watched by 
the police lest the Cilician preacher 
escape. Many of the houses nrc built on 
the wall, and their balconies projected 
clear over and hovered above tho gardens 
outside. 
It was customary to lower 


baskets out of these balconies and pull 
up fruits aud flowers 'from tho gardens. 
To this day visitors at the monastery of 
Mount Sinai are lifted and let down iu 
baskets. Detectives prowled aroundfrom 
house to house looking for Paul, but his 
friends hid him now in one place, now 
in another. He is no coward, us fifty in- 
cidents in his life demonstrate. But he 
feels his work is not done yet, and so he 
evades assassination. "Is that preacher 
here?" the foaming mob shout at one 
house door. "Is tlm* fanatic here!" the 
police shout at another house door. 
{Sometimes on the street incognito he 
passes through a cloud of clenched fists, 
and sometimes hesecreteshimself on the 
housetop. At last the infuriate popu- 
lace get on sure track of him. They 
have positive evidence that ho is in the 
honso of one of the Christians, tho bal- 
cony of whose homo reaches over the 
wall. "Here he is! Here ho is!" The 
vociferation andblasphemyand howling 
of the pursuers are at the front door. 
Thoy break in. "Fetch oat that Gospel- 
izor, and lot ns hang his head on 
the city . gate. Whore is ho?" Tho 
emergency was terrible. Providentially 
there was a good stout basket in tho 
house. Paul's friends fasten a rope to 
the baket. Fanl stops into it. The 
baskst is lifted totho OURO of the balcony 
on tho wall, and then while Paul holds 
on to the rope with both hands his 
friends lower away, carefully and cau- 
tiously, slowly but surely, further down 
And further down, until the 
banket 


strikes tho ourth and the apostle steps 
out, and afoot and alono starts on that 
famous missionary tour, the story of 
which has astonished earth and Ueavon, < 
Appropriate entry in Paul's diary of 
travels: "Through a window, iu a bas- 
ket, was I let down by the wall." 


Observe, first, on what a slender ten- 


ure great result* hang. The ropemnker 
who twisted that cord fastened to that 
lowering basket never knew how much 
would depend on tho strength of it. 
How if it had been broken and the 
apostle's life had been dashed out? 
What would Lave become of tho Chris- 
tian Church? All that magnificent mis- 
sionary work in Pamphilia, Citppadooia, 
Galatia, Macedonia would never have 
beon accomplished. All his writings 
that make up so indispensable and en- 
chanting a part of tho New Testament 
would never have been written. Tho 
story of resurrection would never have 
been BO gloriously told as ho told it. 
Tfiat example of heroic and triumphant 
endurance at Philippi, in tlio Mediter- 
ranean curoclydon, under flagellation 
and at his beheading would not have 
kindled the courage of 10,000 martyr- 
doms. But that ropo holding thnt bas- 
ket, how much depended on it? So again 
and again great results have hung on. 
what seemed slender circumstances. 


Did ever ship of many thousand tons 


crossing the sea have such important 
passenger as had once a boat of leaves, 
from tatfrail to stern only three or four 
feet, the vessel made waterproof by a 
coat of bitumen, and floating on the 
Nile with tho infant lawgiver of the 
Jews on board? What if some crocodile 
should crunch it? What if some of the 
cattle wading in for a drink should sink 
it? 
Vessels of war sometimes carry 


forty guns looking through tho port- 
holes ready to open battle. But that 
tiny craft on tho Nile seems 'to bo armed 
with all the guns of thunder that bom- 
barded Sinai at tho law-giving. On how 
fragile craft sailed how much of histor-. 
ical importance.! 


Tho parsonage fit Epworth, England,. 


is oh fire in the night, and the father' 
rushed through the hallway for the' 
rescue of his chilflren. Sevoii children' 
are out and safe on the ground, but ouo 
remains in the consuming building. 
That one wakes, nnd, •finding his bed.ou> 
fire and tho building crumbling, comes 
to the window, and two peasants m'tflce a 
ladder of their bodies, one peasant 
standing on tho shoulder of tho other, 
and down the human ladder tho boy de- 
scends—John Wesley. If you would 
know how much depended on thnt lad- 
der of pcasnnts ask the millions of 
Methodists on both sides of tho sea. Ask 
.tlioir mission stations nil around the 
world. Aslc their hundreds of thousands 
already ascended to join thoir founder, 
who would have perished but for tho 
living stairs of peasants' shoulders.

ways mean iu the saving of time and 
money to passengers, by taking the case 
of London. It is estimated that about 
600,000 persons, or about one-tenth of 
tho population of tho entire area of the 
metropolis require to travel to and from 
their business every day all the year 
round. If we remember ijie distances, 
it is not too much to assume that the 
railway will economize for each at least 
two hours in the week, or, eay five days 
per annum each. This over 500,000 
of people means 2,500,000 days, or on 
economy of 8,300 years of 300 working 
days each. Suppose the average earn- 
ings of these 500,000 people to be £100 
per annum each, not too high on average 
when we remember the number of mill- 
ionaires included in the total, we shall 
see a total money saving, in the sense 
of time being money, equal to £830,- 
000 per annum. And .this in London 
alone.—Chambers' Journal.

fllK FOXKSTS OF KVROVK. 


The French Ministry of Agriculture 


las issued some interesting statistics re- 
specting the distribution of forests in 
Europe. Tho total area'of Europe laid 
out iu forest—exclusive of Turkey, Bul- 
garia, Bosnia, aud Herzegovina, omitted 
tn the official statement—is set down at 
280,989 million hectares, or 708,862 
million, acres; that is, 18.7 per ceit. 
of the total area of Europe is forest 
and. In proportion to its total area 
Great Britain and Ireland have of all 
countries in E;irope the least extent of 
'orest, amounting to only 4 per cent, of 
ts surface, and in proportion to the 
number of inhabitants enjoys by far the 
!east allotment of forests, amounting to 
only 0.036 hectare, or 0.089 acres—i. e., 
considerably less than the tenth of an 
acre to each inhabitant. 
The country 


iu Europe next lowest in the forest scale 
is Denmark, with 4.8 per rent, of forest 
[and, or 0.09 hectare to each, inhabitant. 
That is to say, iu Denmark there is an 
average of between two and three times 
the extent of forest land to each inhab- 
itant that there is in Great Britain and 
Erelond. .The third of the countries of 
Europe in the ascending forest scale is 
Portugal, with 5 per cent, of forest land 
and 0.11 hectare to each inhabitant—i. 
e., an average of three times the amount 
of forest land to each inhabitant of Por- 
tugal that is allowed to each inhabitant 
of the United Kingdom. 
Holland has 


7 per cent, of forest land and 0.05 hec- 
tare to each inhabitant, or about one 
and a half times as much as to each in- 
habitant of the United Kingdom. 
The 


country in Europe possessing the most 
forest is Russia in Europe, with 200,000 
million hectare—i. e., 37 per cent, of its 
whole area and 3.37 hectares to each in- 
habitant—that is, each inhabitant of 
Eussia, in Europe, has an average o! 
nearly 94 times the extent of forest lanO 
allotted to each inhabitant of the United 
Kingdom. In its percentage of forest 
land and the amount of forest to each 
inhabitant Sweeden, however stands 
still higher. With 17,569 million hec- 
taresofforest, Sweedenhas 39 per cent 
of its land in forest, so3.84 hectare's of for 
eat to each of its inhabitants. 
Norway 


with 24 per cent, of its area in forest, 
allows each of UH inhabitants an avcraga 
of 4.32 hectares of forest, or: 1,20 times 
as much aa is allowed to each inhabitant 
of the United Kingdom. Hungary has 
29 per cent, of its area in forest, or 0.58 
hectare of forest to each inhabitant. 
France possesses 9,888 million hectares 
of forest, or 17.7percent of its total area, 
and so allowing 0.25 hectares of forest 
to each of its inhabitants—nearly sovtm 
times as much as is allotted to each in- 
habitant of the United Kingdom.

THK riiiLOSOJPiir OF 
fitrrffiyt 


It is the usual practice in pruning to 


leave a short stul> of the limb cut off, 
sometimes protecting the wood from tic- 
cay by the use of paint or otherwise. A 
recent French authority insists that thi. 
limb should be cut close to the body of 
tho tree or main branch. 


This system is based on tho fact that as 


wood is formed by descending sap aloue, 
a wound'mnde on a tree can only be- 
come covered with healthy new wood 
when its entire surface . is brought into 
connection with the leaves by means oi 
the layer of young and growing cells 
formed between the wood nnd tho bark. 


To make this connection, it ia neces- 


sary to prune in such a manner that no 
portion of the amputated or dead branch 
shall bo left on tho trunk. The cut 
should always bo made close to and per- 
fectly even with the outline of tho trunk 
without regard to tlio size of tho wound 
thus made. This is tlio essential rule 
in all pruning, and on its observance thi 
Hticcnss of tho operation depends.— 
Golden Days.

The Bov. T. Do "Witt Tulinage, D. D-, 


of Brooklyn, preached on tlio camp 
ground at Grimsby, Can.

All that magnificent mis- 
sionary work In Pamphilia, Cnppadooia, 
Galatia, Macedonia would never have 
been accomplished. All his writings 
that make np so indispensable and en- 
cbautiug a part of tho New Testament 
would never have been written. Tho 
story of resurrection would never have 
beea so gloriously told as ho told it. 
Tnat example of heroic and triumphant 
endurance at Philippi, in the Mediter- 
ranean euroclydon, under flagellation 
and at his beheading would not have 
kindled the eonrage of 10,000 martyr- 
doms. But that ropo holding thnt bas- 
ket, how much depended on it? So again 
and again great results have hung ou, 
what seemed slender circumstances. 


Did ever ship of many thousand tons 


crossing the sea have such important 
passenger as had onco a boat of leaves, 
from taffrail to stern only three or four 
feet, the vessel made waterproof by a 
coat of bitumen, and floatiqg on the 
Nile with the infant lawgiver of the 
Jews on board? What if some crocodile 
should crunch it? "What if some of the 
cattle wading in for a drink should sink 
it?

It did not seem ol' imu-h hnpor- j 
tanco whether tho sailor continued to j 
bold tho book m his. tueth or 1ft it full i 
in tho breakers, but ujioii Tvimt small 
circumstances twpeuilud what mighty 
results!

Tho fitto of Christendom iu a basket let 
down from a window on the wall. "What 
you do, do well. If you make a rope, 
make it strong and true, for you know 
not Low much may depend on your 
workmanship. If yon fashion a bout 
let it bo waterproof, for yon know not 
ft-ho may sail in it. If you put a Bible 
iu the trunk of yourboy as lie goes from 
liome, lot it be hoard iu your prayers, 
for it may have a mission as far reach- 
ing as the book which the sailor carried 
in lais teeth to the Pitcaira beach. Tho 
plainest man's life is an island between 
;wo eternities-eternity past rippling 
igainet his shoulders, eternity to come 
touching his brow. The casual, the ac- 
cidental, that which merely happens so, 
are parts of a great plan, and. the rope 
;hat lets tbe fugitive apostle from tho 
Damascus wall is the' cable 'that holds to 
its mooring the ship of the church in 
the northeast storm of the centuries:' 


Again, notice unrecognized and unre- 


corded services. Who spun the rope? 
Who tied it to the basket? Who steadied 
ihe illustrious preacher as he stopped 
into it? Who relaxed not a muscle of 


nrm or dismissed an anxious look 


from his face until the basket touched 
;he ground and discharged its magnifi- 
cent cargo? Not one of their names has 
)ometo us, but there was DO work done 
that day ia Damascus or in all the earth 
compared with the importance of their 
work. What if they bail in tho agitation. 
tied a knot that could slip? What if 
;he sound of a mob at tbe door had led, 
;hem to Bay: "PauJ must take care of 
tiiniBelfj and we will take care of our- 
selves." No, no! They hold the rope, 
md in doing BO did more for the Chris* 
tian church than any thousand of us 
will ever accomplish. But God knows 
and has made eternal ,record of their 
undertaking. And they know. How 
exultant they .must 
have felt when 


they read his letter 
to 
the 
Ro- 


mans, to the Corinthians, to the-Gala- 
tians, to the Ephesians, to the Philippi- 
aus, to the Colossians, to the Thessdlo- 
nians, to Timothy, to Titus, to Phile- 
mon, to the Hebrews, and when they 
beard how he Talked out of prison with 
the earthquake unlocking the door for 
him, and took command of the Alexan- 
drian corn shin when the sailors were 
nearly scared to death, and preached a 
sermon that nearly shook ft ellx off his 
judgment seat. I hear men and women 
who helped himdownthroughthe win- 
dow and over the wall talking in private 
over the matter, saying: "How glad I am 
that we effected thtt rescue! In coming 
times others may get the glory of Paul's 
work, but no one shfcll rob us of the sat* 
isfactioc of knowing that we held the 
rope." 


There are said to be about sixty-nine 


thousand ministers of religion in this 
country. About fifty thousand I war- 
rant came from early homes which had 
to struggle for the necessaries of life. 


Tho sons of rich bankers find mer- 


chants generally become bankers and 
merchants. 
J?ho most of those who be- 


come ministers arc tho sons of thoso who 
had terrific struggle to got their every 
day broad. 7ho collegiate and theolog- 
ical oducation of that son took every 
luxury from the parental table for eight 
years. The other children were more 
scantily appareled. The con nt college 
every little while got s> bundle from 
homo. In it wore the socks thnt mother 
had knit, sitting up late at night, her 
sight not as good as onco it was. 


And there also were some delicacies 


from the sister's hand for the voracious 
appetite of a hungry student. 
Tito fa- 


ther swung the hoary cradle through the 
whcnt, the sweat rolling from his chin 
bedewing every step of the way, and 
then sitting down under the cherry tree 
nt uoon thinking to himself: 
t am 


fearfully tired, but it will pay if I can 
once see that boy through college, and 
if I can know that lie will be preaching 
tlio Gospel after I am dead." 
The 


younger children want to know why 
they cnn't have this and that as others 
do, and the mother says: "Be patient 
my children, until your brother gradu- 
ates, and then you shall have more lux- 
uries, but wo must see that boy through." 


The years go by nnd the sou has been 


ordained and is preaching the glorious 
Gospel, and a groat revival comes, and 
souls by scores and hundreds accept tho 
Gospel from the lips of that young 
preacher, and father and mother, quite 
old now, are visiting tho son at the vil- 
lage parsonage, and at tho close of a 
Sabbath of mighty blessing father and 
mother retire to their room, the Ison 
lighting the way and asking them if he 
could do anything to make them inoro 
comfortable, saying if they want any- 
thing in the night just to knock on the 
wall. And then nil alone father and 
mother talk over tho gracious influences 
of tho day ahd say: "Well, it was worth 
all we went through to educate thnt boy. 
It was a hard pull, hut wo held on till 
tho work was done. 
Tho world may 


not know it, but, mother, we held the 
ropo, didn't wo?" Aud the voice, trem- 
ulous with joyful emotion, responds: 
"Yes, father; we hold tho rope. I feel 
my work is done. Now, Lord, lettost 
thou thy servant depart iu peace, for 
mine eyes have seen thy salvation." 
"Pshaw!" says tbo father, *I never, felt 
BO much like living in my life as now.

A sailor finds 
them on tbe lookout as be takes bis 
place, and finds them on the must an ho 
sliinbs tho ratlines to disentangle a ropo 
in tbe tempest, and finds them swing- 
ing on the hammock when he turns in. 
Why not be fnink and acknowledge it— 
tbe most of us would long ago buvc been 
dashed to pieces had not gracious nud 
loving hands steadily and lovingly tmd 
mightily held the rope. 


But there mast come a time whence 


shall find out who these Damascene were 
who lowered Paul iu the basket, nnd 
greet them and all those who have icn- 
dored to God and tho world unrecognized 
nnd unrecorded services. Thnt is going 
to "bo ono of the glad exciteJi-ents of 
Heaven—the buntincnpaiid picking out 
of those who did good on earth and got uo 
credit for it.
